It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international appiicalion (claims, 
description and drawings) may bm amended during the intemational preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 1 9 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be pubfished 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amendfig the claims before international pbulioation.

It mtot be filed on a separate shed and must be Identified aa such by a heading, 
preferably by uaing the words 'Statement under Article 1 9(1 ).* 

It may not oontdn any disparaging comments on the intematicnd search report or the relevance of citations 
oonldned in that report. Reference to dtationa, relevant to a given ddm, oontdned in the intemationd search 
rsport may be made only in connection with an amendment of that daim.
